1 have heard his 
son. our Lender m-day. in i it ihc 
words "I miss my old Captain ! And 
if 1 could know that he was back 
again with us, I would gladly be his 
Lieutenant once more!" 

Miss my old Captain? Yes, Gen- 
eral, I can understand how much. 
You miss him in a sacred sense that 
1 do not. And yet I feel sure "War 
Cry" readers will believe me when 
I say that I do miss him as father and 
and friend — my General and my 
Leader. 

Delight in Service 

How could it be otherwise? Shut 
away as f am; sitting by the banks 
of the River as I do; spending 
twenty-four hours out of every 
twenty-four in "the valley of the 
shadow"— could I do anything else 
Inn miss him? My soul would dance 
until il was tired if I, too. had but 
the ghost of a chance of being his 
Lieutenant once more.

THE farewell Meetings of Com- 
missioner and Mrs Eadie in 
Winnipeg were held in the 
Starland Theatre. Sir James Aikins, 
Lieut.-Govemor of Manitoba, sup- 
ported by Premier Bracken. Sir 
Hugh MacDonald and members of 
the City Council, presided over the 
afternoon gathering, which was at- 
tended by over a thousand citizens. 

The chairman declared he was 
pleased to be recognized as in sym- 
pathy with the movement. "Why 
should I not be?" asked he. "Are 
not the Soldiers of the Salvation 
Army striving mightily for the in- 
tegrity and uprightness of the peo- 
ple? Are they not among our best 
citizens?" 

Lack the Vital Spark 

With characteristic fervor and 
flaming evangelism he pressed the 
claims of God upon the individual. 
He deplored the efforts for social 
and moral reform, that lack the 
vital spark of spiritual regeneration. 
One might have taken him for a 
minister of the Everlasting Evangel 
as he declared "Everyone must give 
an account of himself, not of his 
neighbor or of the community. The 
only salvation for Canada or for any 
other country is the salvation of the 
individual. And there is no church 
or organization that strives more to 
reach the heart of the individual than 
the Salvation Army." (Applause) 

When the Chairman introduced 
Mrs. Eadie he termed her "oue of 
our modern apostles." It was a rare 
spiritual feast to which Mrs. Eadie 
tlhen treated us and we could not feel 
but that the fine simplicity and 
evident sincerity of her testimony 
must have made a telling impression 
upon her listeners. As she spoke of 
the bonnie heather, rippling burns 
and. sandy dunes of her "ain coun- 
tree 1 ' one'could detect that her heart 
throbbed with love for the land of 
her nativity. Her appeal closed with 
an insistent call to the people that 
they forget not the claims nf 
God and allow anything to enter the 
national life to rob ft of its moral 
strength.

In delivering his address the Com- 
missioner said in part:

"We have re-organized ils admin- 
istration. Where our administrating 
Divisions numbered four they num- 
ber eight, and instead of our T.IT.Q. 
being confined to a suite of offices 
we have established it in a rc-modcll- 
ed building on Carlton Street.

Cathedrals- and elsewhere in the cities 
and towns. Advantage is taken to 
proclaim Salvation in Wayside Meet- 
ings, trains, trains and in the hidden 
courts amid the reeking, poverty- 
stricken districts. In this matter au- 
thority casts on The Army an in- 
dulgent eye. As a result, the Gospel 
is heard by thousands of people who 
never come to our Halls. 

The "Grido di Guerra" has been 
doubted in size, and in the cafes our 
comrades find ' ready purchasers. 
While selling it they are able to dis- 
tribute a large number of Testaments. 

The Women's Social Institutions of 
The Army in Italy are meeting a 
" great need. The city of Turin has 
heen stirred by the beneficent char- 
acter of the work of our Women's 
Industrial Home.

In the actual Slum operations, the 
cafes helped have brought gladness 
to our comrades. Striking advances 
are 111 progress in the work for the 
young people. The Facto Schools 
have' been enlarged and re-opened as 
a Memorial to the Founder, with the 
resuli that from several villages of 
the South around, appeals have conic 
to us to commence Salvation Army 
work among them. The Life-Saving 
Scouts, Guards and Sunbeams have 
been commenced at Turin and Flor- 
ence. Three summer Camps at Lu- 
gano, flarhcrino, in the Appenincs, 
and Val Pell ice have been organised. ■ 
At the Naples Summer Home for 
Children, a considerable number of 
Syrian Christians, who fled from 
Turkish rule, have been sheltered by

This article will be of special interest, owing to the Appointment of 
Commissioner and Mrs. Hodder to the Canada Weal Territory. 
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iIXCF. the first shot was fired 
in New Zealand by the Salva- 
tion. Army, its record has heen 
one of remarkable progress. The 
pioneers put in a solid foundation. 
and, notwithstanding stern opposition 
and hidebound prejudices, the Organ- 



opened entirely free of debt. It has 
recently heen enlarged. 

Commissioner and Mrs. Richards 
were succeeded by Commissioner and 
Mrs. Hodder, who arrived in rnr.i, 
and found a people absorbed in the 
war. At once the Commissioner

ization has gone forward so steadily 
that after thirty eight years it stands 
high in public f.-.vor, and is a great 
factor in the religions and social life 
of the community. New Zealand was 
originallv a separate Territory, but. a 
few years later merged into the Aus- 
tralian Command. 

The year 1912 proved to be evenf- 
fu! for The Army in the Southern 
Dominion. Firstly, our beloved laun- 
der laid down his sword, and probably 
in no part of the world was Ins loss 
more keenly felt. His visits had 
greatlv endeared him to New Zealand- 
crs. while his writings reached many 
thousands. 

Secondly, the taking up of the 
Founder's' position by our present 
General was hailed with acclamation, 
for as Chief of the Staff, the General 
had made himself known in these 
parts by his inspiring articles in 
the "War Cry," and by the ability 
with which he had filled his exacting 
position for many years. 

The third important event was thc- 
announcenieiit that New Zealand 
would again become a separate Ter- 
ritory, under the leadership of Com- 
missioner and Mrs. Richards. In his 
characteristic manner, the Commis- 
sioner set to work at once 10 enthuse 
both Officers and Soldiers alike, into 
sireater spiritual activity, and during 
his comparatively short command, had 
many evidences of God's blessing on 
his efforts. In December of that year 
he inaugurated a scheme for a Me- 
morial to tlie Founder— a Training 
Garrison to be erected in Wellington. 
This was carried through to a fitting 
conclusion and publicly opened by the 
Hon. F. W. Fisher, the Premier and 
Mayor of the city being present to 
voice their good wishes in the inter- 
ests of the Salvation Army. The 
building, which accommodated fifty 
Cadets, cost over £13,000, and was 



made strenuous efforts to assist the 
lads in military camps at home and 
abroad. Some' of the best Officers 
who knew how to handle men were 
selected and placed in charge of large 
military huts. Later, as opportunity 
presented itself, these Officers were 
drafted out with the troops to do 
equal service overseas. If money 
was wanted, the Commissioner saw 
that it was forthcoming. A demand 
for a new Hut, cither from the au- 
thorities or from the men, received 
favorable consideration, and in a few 
days the building was erected. 

In course of time, The Army be- 
came almost indispensable. One great 
accomplishment was a Hostel for vis- 
itors at Featherston Cain]), this being 
put up in response to an appeal to 
the Salvation Army to do something 
for the hundreds of relatives visit- 
ing the lads in training. 

Whilst war work had of necessity 
10 take such a prominent place during 
the first years of the Commissioner's 
leadership, other activities were in no 
wav neglected. The Soeial operations 
during the last ten years show won- 
derful progress, which includes the 
erection of a number of excellent 
Institutions. All are well equipped 
for their various work, and one of 
(he finest is the Bramwell liooth 
Home at Temuka: 

The greatest achievement in the 
Social activities has heen the accpiirc- 
ment of a Roys* Settlement at Puta- 
rurii. named ''Hodderville." Capable 
of accommodating 100 boys, this has 
been set apart for war orphans, the 
first batch of these from the Old 
Land having recently arrived. The 
Settlement includes a School, Cot- 
tage Homes for the Staff, and all 
that is necessary for an up-to-date 
training farm for hoys.

At Sunderland bis 
name was taken by ihe police, hut it 
was left to the village of Pumgay. in 
Suffolk, to land him actually in prison 
for obstruction! I lis fourteen days 
itt Ipswich Jail gave him insight into 
another kind of experience. He waved 
a little striped prison handkerchief 
from the window of his cell, and 
Mrs. Lawlcy. with characteristic cour- 
age, stood under the prison w;dl 'in ,i 
friend's garden and sang so that her 
husband could catch the words- 

"My Jesus has done all things well." 

So it proved. When, in later years. 
lie accompanied his Leaders (<< some 
of the great jails and penitentiaries ot 
the world, his singing lo ihe convicts 
and prisoners had an understanding 
touch which he could have gained in 
no other way. 

Lawlcy. when iransferred to Xa- 
tional . He;idc|uarlers. took charge of 
ihe Candidates' Department under 
Commissioner Howard, with whom he 
also travelled the P.ritish Territory. 
Then it was that 1 learnl to know him 
so well, for now ami then he allowed 
me the privilege of joining his slalf 
when he interviewed London Candi- 
dates. I watched how he deall with 
even the most unpromising. Wliciher 
lie saw a future Officer in the Candi- 
date or not. each found him a com- 
rade, a father, a friend. The most 
shy and awkward would unfold in his 
presence as Mowers in the sun. 
Dealing with Candidates 

He had his own way of telling Can- 
didates thai they were over age. I 
can hear him now. "You were horn 
a little early," he would sa\ . pausing 
between each phrase. "So was I. ['.ul 
Hod has made use of me And lie 
can make use of you. Keen though 
not as an Officer." So ihey would 
leave him feeling, in spile of their 
disappoiiiliueol, cheered and appreci- 
ated, 

It was from Edinburgh, where he 
was helping the British Counni-siouer 
in a hig campaign, that a lelegram 
called Lawlcy to join the ' founder 
in Durham. ' "And so." says Com- 
missioner Howard.

Uecause Commissioner Lawlcy was 
happy lo spend the last thirty years 
m' his life at Hie side of bis (ieneral 
leading the Prayer Meetings, saying 
over and over again the same words, 
singing the same choruses, and always 
putting the same tenderness, love, and 
faith into his work, many Salvation- 
ists of tile present generation scarce]) 
realize his own powers of song and 
speeeti. 

In his early days he was unsurpass- 
ed as a soloist. And even when his 
voice had In a greai extent spent il- 
self in the service of his Saviour, 
none who beard him sing, "llis [lloo.l 
can make the vilest clean." or "To 
save a poor sinner like me." can ever 
forget it. 

To his last Campaign he could hold 
and sway an audience at will and. 
with his vivid imagination made use 
of the figurative with dramatic effect. 
Prigadier l-'red Cox, his friend and 
lor many years his travelling compan- 
ion on the Founder's staff, recalls a 
pan of one of his addresses given in 
a packed theatre. The Commissioner 
was describing :t climb up a Green 
Hill, lie and his supposed companion 
made the aseem together. It was 
dark. The grass seemed wet. Law- 
ley stooped down and touched it. He 
lifted his hand and looked- "It is wet 
wiih Itloodl" The house positively 
shivered, lie was describing Cah'arv, 
and it seemed as though his hearers 
stood there beside him. 

Constant Help and Comfort. 

Pauley was a wonderful traveller. 
He was as much al home on a ship 
as by his own fireside, ami the Foun- 
der in his long and weary journeys 
found him a constant help and com- 
fort. "Rlcss him!" wrote the Com- 
missioner, "when at sea I have put 
him into his cabin chair a thousand 
limes. When the ship was tossing ' 
have tied his chair to the cabin and 
liitn to the chair, and there he has sat 
for hours writing and planning for 
the world's Salvation." 

As we I [link of the hundreds of 
ihousands of miles ihal the Comniis- 
sioner travelled. God's protecting 
mercv .seems no liltle thing. The near- 
est approach to danger that lie knew 
of was when a train by which lie was 
crossing the Rockies in Canada with 
ihe Founder was pulled up only just 
in time lo save it being thrown off 
the rails and down a precipice by a 
tree which had fallen across the line. 
Ycl often William ISooth and his 
parly would sel off in terrible weath- 
er. 

Never shall I forget sitting at the 
hack of die Men's Lecture "ilall at 
i lapton when the Founder met ihe 
Staff tor a farewell— I think it was 



for Australia. A hurricane w.as. rag- 
ing al ihe lime. \\"c had only just 
heard of the wreck of the. "Berlin" 
off the Hook of Holland, and; to send 
our beloved Leader and those' with 
hiinoul into the storm seemed awflll. 
Leaving London the next morning, 
lltcv found upon ' their arrival 'iat 
Dover fhat no boat was ".crossing. 
They hurried on lo Follifcstoiie^fiiul. 
while most of the passengers waited 
for the gale to abate, the Founder and 
Iii.s staff went on board. Lawlcy re- 
members standing on deck," looking 
out on the wild raging sea, and realiz- 
ing that they had taken their lives 
in their hands. 

The Commissioner's pen has been 
of world-wide blessing. His articles 
have helped thousands, and some of 
his songs vauk among The Army's 
musical treasure!-. Of these perhaps 
the best known are: "Come, with me 
visit Calvary": "Hark, hear the Sav- 
iour knocking"; and "Wanted, hearts 
baptized with Fire !" 

Exhausting Work 

To pilot a Prayer Meeting in a 
building holding some thousands of 
people for two hours al a stretch, as 
Lawlcy constantly did, is a most ex- 
hausling undertaking. Put when, lo- 
wards the close of his life, the Foun- 
der'^ strength .forbade his remaining 
to ilu- end of ihe night Prayer Meet- 
ing, ihe Commissioner would often 
follow him lo his billet to give the 
anxiously awailed report of results. 

"Well. Lawky, how did you finish?'' 
the old ('ieneral would ask as the 
Commissioner came in. weary with 
the physical effort and al times wet 
through with perspiration. And if 
Lawley could answer. "1 have got a 
lovely pillow for you to-night, ("ien- 
eral!" leliing of a goodly number, nf 
surrenders, the Founder would pre- 
pare for peaceful and contented sleep. 

It was this (pieuchless love for souls 
which energized John Lawley s whole 
being. It was ibis which equipped 
him and made him honored and he- 
loved all up and down The Army 
ranks in every land. And it is 'this, 
joined to his goodness, his faithful- 
ness, and his devotion, which lifts him 
up as an example to all his com- 
rades who arc still in the fighting 
line. May his mantle and his spirit 
fall on everv voting Salvationist of 
irwlav !

'"The logs which have been slack- 
ed on the banks during the winter 
irost. arc tipped wholesale into the 
fast-rising stream and come shooting 
down in their thousands. 

"The river is broken by falls and 
rapids. Here it broadens into wide 
pools, again il narrows between iron 
cliffs where the pent stream roars 
and foams in long drawn thunder. 
And it is in places such as these that 
'jams' occur. 

"One log swings sideways, and 
within less time than it takes to tell 
hundreds of thousands more come 
pilling upon it. damming the whole 
river from bank lo bank. 



sharp iron spikes — and each man 
carries a pole. about six feet long, 
fitted at the end with a s[eel spike. 

"Their keen eyes have spotted the 
■'king." or ke\, log. and all their 
efforts arc directed to loosening il. 

"The threatening flood piles up be- 
hind, the ice-cold water smirts 
through crannies in tin? "jam." but 
(be "jumpers" pay no attention to 
anything except the task in hand.

"With a roar the whole dam is 
breaking, inciting awav. and you hold 
your breath, expecting that every 
mother's son upon it will bo swept 
to destruction.

"Laughing and shouting, the men 
jump their agile way shoreward, and 
leap to safety upon the rocks. Some 
of their feats would make the pro- 
fessional acrobat green with envy.

During the firsl five months of 
]<)22 Canadian mills produced 4.55.- 
515 tons of newsprint. Tf they con- 
tinue al the present rale throughout 
the remainder of the year, which ii 
is more than probable they will (Jo. 
the output this year will reach ap- 
proximately, 1,250.000 tons and con- 
stitute a new record. This will be ' 
equivalent lo more than double the 
output of any single year prior to 
1017. 



The need of more complete infor- 
mation with regard to the agricul- 
tural possibilities of unsettled lands 
has been keenly felt, and the Topo-. 
graphical Surveys branch of the De- 
pai-linciit of the 'Interior in 1918 com- 
menced a survey known as a "land 
classification survey" of the lands ad- 
joining the present settled areas. 

The primary purpose of the sur- 
veys is to save the .prospective settler 
time and energy in .searching over 
more or less unsuitable lands, and 
assist him in locating those that are 
more promising. However, the set- 
tler must assume ilie entire responsi- 
bility for bis own selection. Dominion 
laud surveyors in Ihc employ of the 
Topographical Surveys branch exer- 
cise every care in the classification, 
and many samples are sent to the soil 
laboratory established for the purpose 
at the University of Saskatchewan at 
Saskatoon, for analysis and report. 

From the information obtained in 
the surveys, maps are prepared, 
which, besides showing the physical 
features, topography, etc., also show 
the classification of each quarter- 
scclinii in accordance with the follow- 
ing schedule: (a) Lands disposed 
of; (h) lands suitable for immediate 
settlement: (c) lands' considered only 
fair for settlement: (d) lands which 
can be economically improved: (e~| 
lands requiring extensive improve- 
ment: (f) hay meadows: (g) grazing 
lands: (10 lands of no agricultural 
value. 

Six of these maps have been is- 
sued, showing the classification of 
lands by <|uarler-sections. These cover 
the area in the vicinity of Winnipe- 
gosis, Manitoba: around Lac la Bichc 
and northeast of Prince Albert, in 
Saskatchewan ; part of the Peace 
River district and the Ponce Coupe 
section of the Peace River district, 
in Alberta and Rritish Columbia. 

BRAZIL'S CENTENNIAL 

A Centennial Exposition is open- 
ing in Rio de Janicro this month. 
and representatives from all parts of 
the world will be present to join in 
the celebration of Brazil's hundredth 
birthday. 

Although it is commonly thought 
(hat South America is backward as 
compared with the North, it is likely 
that the eyes of most visitors will 
be opened by what they see at Rio. 
The city takes its name from that of 
the first month of the year, as on 
January I, 1531, Martin Affonso 
sailed into the great bay around 
which the city clusters, and, thinking 
he had entered the mouth of a mighty 
stream, christened it Rio rlc Janeiro 
— River of January. The city Itas 
now more than one million people.

It is possible to sing a song so that 
every note shall be in tune, of corrcet 
' duration, and with just the measure 
of fotce and at the speed the signs 
indicate, and yet there may be lacking 
just that something which gives life 
to music. 

Every piece has a general mood or 
state of feeling running through it as 
# a whole, providing its main character- 
istics, and determining its individu- 
"ality. A song of a march type may 
express joyous confidence, sure hope, 
anticipation o£ coming victory, or ex- 
ultation over victory achieved. An 
andante piece, as a whole, will ex- 
press calm, rest, and evenly-flowing 
feeling; an adagio will be the expres- 
sion of feeling deeply moved, and a 
largo that of dark, gloomy hope, or 
crushing sorrow. 

The surest means of g ! ving a cor- 
rect rendering of a piece of music is 
a clear, sure idea of its emotional 
significance. When that is possessed, 
almost everything else becomes plain. 
It falls Into its right place, and be- 
comes alive ag having relationship to 
the Intention of the piece. 

The reason why a good deal of 
music sounds meaningless, confused, 
Chaotic, or aimless, as rendered by 
BOme of our Songster Brigades, is the 
failure on the part of the leaders to 
grasp the purpose of the song. This 
Is more Often the cause even th&n 
limited capability.
